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Paris Bridge's Love Locks 

REMOVED 


THE 

padlocks 
that weigh 
heavily on the sides of the Pont des 
Aits tell stories dear to die lovers who 
affixed them to the celebrated bridge's 
iron grillwork City workers using a 
crane and wheeled dollies, began to 
dismantle the wire mesh panels on 
which hundreds of thousands of Lovers 
expressed then - affections in what 
they thought would be an ironclad 
statement: a metal lock, usually etched 
with the couple's initials, attached to 
the bridge, and the key tossed into 
the Seme below. Bruno Julhard the 
depu ty mayor in charge of c uiture, who 
supervised the removal of the locks, 
tried to be sensitive to the feelings 
of those who had placed them there, 
saying that Paris was still 1 'the capital of 
love, the capital of romance " 

Bur he urged people to rind other ways 
to express then 1 fervency, 


City officials have for months discussed 
removing the locks and protecting the 
bridge, first built in the early 1 BOOs and 
reconstructed in the 1930s. Worries 
about seeming msensitive or oblivious 
to the popularity of such a lasting 
declaration of affection were one factor 
officials considered when they tried 
to figure out how best to restore the 
Landmark bridge. 

Mr. Julhard said the removal of the 
locks, however unsentimental, was 
necessary for security and aesthetic 
reasons. The city will temporarily 
replace the bridge's lock-laden grills 
this week with panels painted by 
street artists, and it will later replace 
those with custom-made plexiglass to 
protect the historic non grillwork. The 
plexiglass will allow' pedestrians to 
once again see the Seme through the 
grillwork The locks had obscured the 
view. When Locks first began to appear 
more than five years ago. some "could 
be seen as lather pleasant, but as years 
passed they took on such proportions 


that they were no longer acceptable 
for the cultural heritage" of Paris, Mr. 
Julhard said. 

With hundred s of thou sand s hanging on 
the bridge, they were too heavy for its 
elegant ironwork. There was a constant 
risk that batches of the locks or even a 
whole pane L could come crashing down 
on the boats passing beneath. For some 
tune. the city has periodically replaced 
whole sections of the bridge only to see 
them rill again with locks. 

The Locks weigh an estimated 45 tons 
and will be kept in a city warehouse 
after they are removed until the officials 
decide what to do with them. 

Mr. Julhard said the city was looking at 
recycling some of the panels as works 
of an or giving them to charities. There 
is no plan. for now, to fish out the more 
than 700,000 keys at the bottom of the 
river.One person who was unabashedly 
pleased with the city's move was Lisa 
Anseimo, who with a friend, Lisa Taylor 
Huff championed the removal of the 
locks and started nolovelocks.com on 


the web. 

'It's an important first step for Paris," 
Ms Anseimo said. "Pans is ground 
zero tn this trend" of attaching locks to 
architecture Berlin London and New 
York have all seen similar phenomena. 
"As a tourist, the most important thing 
is to be respectful of a place's culture," 
she said 

However, it Look s a s if Ms An sehno and 
Ms Taylor Huff, as well as the Paris 
mayor's office, still have Lots of work 
ahead Although city officials- are also 
removing leeks from the nearby Pont 
de LArcheveche, the locks have already 
spread like barnacles onto several other 
bridges. The city has no plans to fine 
tourists who use love Locks, but it will 
remove them from other locations. 

The next bridge up the Seine, the Pont 
Neuf, already has a scattering of Locks 
along grillwork where the bridge joins 
the quay, No doubt chat with the Pont 
des Arts now out of bounds, chose 
intent on locking then' Love m metal 
will rind other places to do so.

INTERPOL issued wanted- 
person notices Wednesday 
tor six people accused by the 
Department of Justice of being 
involved m a vast corruption 
network surrounding soccer's 
FIFA governing body.

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Well-preserved: 

350 YEARS AFTER, 

this noblewoman's still fully dressed 


ARCHAEOLOGISTS in France have 
unearthed the extraordinarily well- 
preserved corpse of a 17th century 
noblewoman - still dressed in her 
dress, bonnet and shoes, 

A team from the French National 
Institute for Preventive Archaeological 
Research discovered rhe body when 
they pried open her coffin during a 
rescue excavation on the construction 
site of a new conference cenrer in 
Rennes, south-western France 

"When we opened rhe coffin (we) saw 
a tody, a lot of volume of fabric, the 
shoes." said anthropologist Rozenn 


Celle ter, who is part of rhe team "We 
didn't know how well-preserved she 
was until we scanned her." 

Colleter describes her as a "natural 
m ummy - - par tic u larly well pre served ' 
Inscriptions allowed the archaeologists 
to identify the nearly intact tody as 
belonging to Louise de Quengo, Lady 
ofErefeillac. who died in 1656 
Her lead coffin was first opened in 
March 2014 It was one of five - among 
approximately 800 graves - found at 
the sue,, which has housed the Convent 
of the Jacobins smee the 12th century, 
A lead reliquary containing the heart 
of her husband. Toussaint de Pemen, 
Knight ofErefeillac w r ho died ui 1649 


was also discovered nearby. 

Once the coffin was open ., the team had 
to rush to preserve her body. A unique 
set of circumstances had preserved 
the corpse for hundreds of years, bur 
it was nor embalmed so they knew 
decomposition would start rapidly. 

'We had only a few days to work," said 
Colleter 

They collaborated with scientists 
from rhe Molecular Anthropology 
and Synthetic Imaging Laboratory at 
the University or Toulouse to scan the 
entire body, 

They also collected samples of 
uncontammated human tissue and DNA 


and pathogens including tuberculosis. 
Samples could help researchers looking 
for a cure of tuberculosis, said Colleter 
From analysis, the scientists concluded 
that Louise de Quengo died from an 
infection. 

'It's extraordinary," said Colleter of 
finding such a well-preserved corpse. 
"You have to have a lead coffin, but it 
has to be (hermetically sealed), without 
insects and the humidity has to be low 
'The doctors said the body was like 
(one) that has been buried for two 
weeks, but she is 350," 

Louise de Quengo will be reburied once 
all the scientific tests are completed,

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Mother fights 
brain cancer 
with electric 
fields 


AGAINST all odds. Elizabeth Marek is akve thanks to a tumor- 
killing device that attacks brain cancer cells with electric fields. 
Marek has glioblastoma., a deadly and aggressive form of brain 
cancer with no cure and a life expeccancy of just over two years. 
Twenty-six weeks pregnane with her second child, 3 years after 
a small tumor was found in her brain, Marek began suffering 
from extreme headaches. She thought it was migraines due to 
pregnancy. 

"Ic ended up being a minor that was the size of my fist on the left 
side of my brain and it was pu shing the left brain into the right 
brain area," she said. 

A team of oncologists and surgeons at Washington University 
in Sr. Louis, Missouri successfully removed the tumor during an 
emergency surgery and then waited 8 weeks to allow Mirek's 
daughter more time in the womb before starting radiation and 
chemotherapy treatments 

After the second round of chemotherapy, a new tumor started 
forming in Marek's brain. That is when Dr George Ansstas 
offered her a chance to be a science experiment. 

Ansstas fitted Marek with a device called Qptune, developed 
by IT.S.-based oncology firm Novocure A backpack feeds to an 
array of electrodes attached to Marek's head Those electrodes 
create an electric field mside her brain winch stops ceil division 
in cancer ceils. 

'There are highly ciiaiged particles m die cells that play a role in 
division and if you expose those cells to this electromagnetic field 
you might disrupt that process and lead cells to death." Ansstas 
ejq>lamed. 

hi ciinicaitriais the device, u sed in combin ition with conventional 
treatments, extended patients lives by an average of three 
months. 

"Also when we look at those patients at two years about 43 
percent of those patients survive, that is something that has not 
been seen before," Ansstas added. 

43 percent compared to 29 percent with patients that didn't use 
the device during the trial period. Tiie results of the trial are being 
presented this week at the American Society of Chnicai Oncology 
annual meeting ui Chicago. The device has been approved by 
the U S, Food and Drug Administration (FDA) to treat adult 
patients with recurrent giioblastoma. More than 2000 patients 
are currently usmg the device, according to Novocure. 

For Marek the results have been dramatic, 'The first tune I got 
results back after using it for two weeks, I had a 30 percent 
reduction in my tumor size," she said. 

According to her doctors. Marek currently has no measurable 
sign s of cancer in her brain She has been wearing the device for a 
year and says apart from the odd looks, her life is back to normal. 
'The only thing that is different about me is that I cany around 
a backpack thac is putting electrodes into my brain That way if 
little kids say 'oh what is that for, what is that for' I say that's my 
battery for my brainshe said. 

There are no studies about the long term efficacy of her electric- 
cancer lighter and in that sense Elizabeth is a pioneer, counting 
her blesstngs and enjoying her family one day at a time.

SOUTH Korea risks a long battle with 
MERS unless it is transparent, works 
with international virus-hunters and 
avoids mistakes made by Saudi Arabia, 
where the killer disease took hold after 
emerging in 2012. 

Virology and infectious disease 
specialists fought tor almost two years 
to persuade secretive Saudi authorities 
to share scientific data that may have 
helped them stop the spread of Middle 
East Respiratory Syndrome (MERS) 
there more swiftly. 

Controlling the South Korean outbreak 
- which has already infected some 30 


people, killin g two so tar - will require a 
level of openness that Saudi Arabia has 
only now beg un to adop t, 

"We need more global attention and 
more international collaboration They 
should get a multi-disciplinary team 
over to help sequence the (genes of) 
the vn’us and see if it's becoming more 
virulent They should do that as soon as 
possible " 

Ben Neumann, a virologist at Britain's 
Reading University, noted diat new 
MERS cases in Saadi Arabia had 
dropped from scores a week m April and 


The World Health 
Organization (WHO) has 
recorded 1,161 MERS cases 
globally, including 436 
deaths, the vast majority in the Middle 
East There is no c ure or vaccine again st 
the disease Unknown m humans until 
2012. MERS infection is caused by a 
coronavnus from rhe same family as 
the one that caused SARS, or Severe 
Acute Respiratory Syndrome (SARS), 
which emerged m 2002-2003 and 
killed around 800 people worldwide. 
MERS has a much higher death rate - 
33 percent, according to WHO figures 
- but also spreads far less swiftly than 
SARS from person to person, making u 
less of a threat for now. 


Yet further alternation aL spread of 
MERS is almost inevitable, experts say. 
with daily international travel helping 
the virus criss-cross the world. 

"I believe Korea is the twenty-fifth 
country to have a MERS case, and it is 
not likely to be the last." Neumann said, 
Stanley Perlman, a professor at the 
University of Iowa m the United States, 
warned that the virus, like so many of 
its cousins, was changing all the time 
and could mutate to become more 
easily transmissible between people.

Man fatally shot by 
officers in Boston 
was UNDER TERROR 
INVESTIGATION 

A MAN who waved a large military knife at officers 


and is believed to have been radicalized by ISIS 
was shot and killed by police in Boston on Tuesday, 
according to officials. 

The suspect, identified as Usaarnn Rahim, 26, 
was under 24-hour surveillance by anti-terrorism 
authorities, said FBI Special Agent in Charge Vincent 
B, LisL. Rahim was a subject of a terror investigation 
involving suspected Islamist extremists, lav/ 
enforcement sources said. “We believe he was a 


threat," Boston Police 
Commissioner Williams 
Evans said. "He was 
someone we were 
watching for quite some 
time." Rahim had been 
under surveillance by 
fee U.S Joint Terrorism 
Task Force. Ibrahim 
Rahim, an imam at the 
Lighthouse Mosque in 
Oakland, California, 
earlier posted about his 
brother's death on social media Ibrahim Rahim said 
his brother was on the phone with then father and was 
shot three times in the back during the confrontation. 
In a statement, the Islamic Society of Boston said 
police have invited Muslim leaders Wednesday to 
watch surveillance video of the shooting 
The FBI-led task force had been watching Rahim 
and two associates believed to be radicalized by ISIS 
and other extremist influences, according to a law 


enforcement official Rahim had been monitored for 
at least a couple of years. 

The FEI noted a recent change m fee suspect's 
behavior, including social media threats against 
police, which prompted agents to try to approach 
him Tuesday, according to the official. Evans said 
the shooting occurred about 7 am. after officers and 
FBI agents confronted Rahim who suddenly turned 
around with a large black knife and lunged at officers 
and federal agents 

The officers had nor drawn their weapons at that 
point Tire officers retreated and ordered the man to 
put down the weapon before they opened tire, Evans 
said The shooting was captured by surveillance video 
and observed by witnesses. "Unfortunately, he came 
at the officers and, you know, they do what they were 
trained to do and. unfortunately, they had to take a 
life," Evans said 

Rahim was struck in rhe torso and abdomen A 
Boston police officer and a federal agent opened fire 
on fee suspect, Evans said. The shooting is under 
investigation.

anthrax samples 

in latest biohazard security blunder 



MORE than SO labs in 17 US states and three foreign countries have 
been mailed samples of Jive anthrax, Pentagon officials have said 
The announcement on Wednesday doubled the number of incidents 
in the US. A smaller number of shipments were revealed last week, 
Staff members ar some of die labs have been treated for anthrax 
exposure as a precaution, bur no one has fallen ill The Pentagon 
has main tamed there is no risk to die general pn biic The Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention (CDC) is leading die investigation 
into the incidents. Experts in biosafety have heavily criticised the 
lapse and called for improved precautions. 

Symptoms of anthrax exposure include skm ulcers, nau sea, vomiting 
and fever, and can cause deadi if untreated. 

The military has ordered all of its labs that have prevrou sly received 
inactive anthrax samples to test them, In addition it is advising all 
labs to cease working with these samples until cold otherwise. 

In addition to the US labs, samples were sent to facilities in Australia, 
Canada and South Korea 

Wlrat is anthrax? 

Anthrax bacteria live primarily hi macdve spores and are found 
naturally ui the soil but people can ingest or inhale spores, which 
can make the anthrax active. Not ail will be sickened when exposed 
to anthrax but left untreated, anthrax illness can turn very serious 
or lead to death. A blood culture test is used to confirm anthrax 
exposure .Anthrax entered the US national consciousness in 2001 
when shortly after die 9/11 attacks, letters containing powdered 
anthrax arrived at news organisations and the offices of US senators, 
Twenty-two people were sickened and of those, five people died, 


Russian investigators point finger at 
Ukraine over downing of MH17 


RUSSIAN federal investigators said on 
Wednesday they had testimony from a 
former Ukrainian air force mechanic 
supporting a Moscow theory that a 
Malaysian passenger plane downed hi 
east Ukraine last summer was attacked 
by a Ukrainian fighter jet. 

Moscow has stepped up a campaign 
denying any responsibility for the 
downing of the airliner on July 17, 
2014. with the loss of alL 29S people 
aboard. Several versions presented by 
various Russian officials, however, are 
contradictory. 

A state arms producer that makes 
the BLTK an - defense system believed 
to have brought down flight MH17 - 
though accounts differ on who fired it 
and from where - said on Tuesday the 
Boeing aircraft was hit by a missile 
deployed by Ukrame and not widely 
u sed by Ru ssin ‘s military 

Russia's federal Investigative 
Committee, which reports directly 
to President Vladimir Putin, said a 
Ukrainian mechanic had testified 


that an SU-25 military jet took off 
for a combat mission on July 17 and 
returned with no munitions 
The committee gave the man's name as 
Yegeny Agapov and said he was serving 
m the first brigade of the 
Ukrainian air forces based 
in the city of Kulbakmo 
in south Ukrame. Reuters 
was not immediately able 
to independently verify 
that information. 

Responsibility for the 
downing of the plane 
remains a sore pomt hi the 
coutlier in east Ukrame 
where more than 6.100 
people have been killed 
m more than a year ot 
fighting between Kiev 
government troops and 
pro-Russian separatist 
rebels.
